The Office of the County Exegutive is accepting letters of in

and resumes for individuals wishing to'be appointed as jud
members for the trial boards that will be utilized by law
enforcement agencies in Prince George’s County.

The establishment of the Trial Boards is a direct result of HB 670, one of several bills under the
Police Accountability Act of 2021, passed by the Maryland legislature. Titled Maryland Police
Accountability Act of 2021 - Police Discipline and Law Enforcement Programs and Procedures,
HB 670 is scheduled to take effect on July 1, 2022.

Each trial board shall consist of three (3) Panel of Judges
members including: The County Executive shall establish a roster of ten
(10) judge members who meet the qualifications

To be considered for this appointment, send your letter of interest and resume to: pgcboardsvacancy@co.pg.md.us no later
than 11:59 p.m. on June 15, 2022. The individuals selected will receive mandatory training on matters relating to police
procedures from Maryland Police Training and Standards Commission and undergo a background check. Other training
may also be required by the County. This is a non-full time/contractual position.

ARPA RESIDENTAL
RELIEF

ARPA Residential Relief Program payments will be available beginning June 1, 2022.
Applications will be accepted prior to that date, but will not be processed until June.

The purpose of this program is to provide financial assistance to eligible Berwyn
Heights individuals and families who have been impacted by the COVID-19 pandemic.

Payments will be sent directly to the related vendor. Assistance for groceries will be
in the form of gift cards to local stores.

Eligibility requirements: Resident of the Town of Berwyn Heights. Show evidence of

need and that need was dueto circumstances related to. COVID-19 pandemic. Show

necessity of payment for eligible expense, Town of Berwyn:Heights property taxes,
and other Town bills/obligations are not eligible.

Complete the Application form and attach requested documentation of residence
and hardship. Attach copies of bill(s) requested to be paid and documentation such as
rental/mortgage delinquency; past due notices; and other related documentation
pertaining to a particular emergency expense request.

Assistance funds are limited and payments for assistance awards will be made bi-
weekly, until available funds are depleted. In general, eligibility is determined by
residency in Berwyn Heights and a financial hardship as a result of the COVID-19
pandemic. The application form is intended to provide 1) proof of residency and 2)
proof of hardship/need.
